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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' 
amendment of claim 1 , limiting the introduction of oxygen to a point in the oxidation 
reaction after initiation of the reaction, distinguishes the instantly claimed process 
from that taught by Baer (Fluoro Alcohols, Industrial and Engineering Chemistry, 
51(7), July, 1959, pages 929-930) and Yonemitsu et al (US 3,678,107 07-1972). 
One of ordinary skill in the art could not have predicted, on the basis of the teachings 
of Baer and Yonemitsu, that an induction period, as demonstrated by Applicants, 
would be required before supplying oxygen to the nitric acid -mediated oxidation of 
fluoroalcohols. This constitutes an unexpected result and renders the instantly 
claimed process patentable over Baer and Yonemitsu. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
